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Royer Proposes 
New Senate Plan

• THE HIGHLIGHT OF Wednes- 
day night's Student Council meet- 
ing occurred when Advocate Steve 
Royer introduced a plan which 
would abolish the current Articles 
of Student Government for a "Stu- 
dent Senate." ‘ 

No formal Itctlon was taken on 
the plan by the Council. Each 
Council member was given a copy 
of the| plan, which will be taken 
up by the Council thjbi week. 

Under the protx>sed plan, ac- 
cording to Royer, there vCbuld be 
approximately 40 "senators," in- 
cluding three each from the sen- 
ior, junior, sophomore, and fresh- 
man classes to be elected on an 
at-large basis. In addition to these, 
there would be representatives 
from "each dormitory, the fra- 
tprn'Flies and sororities, and the 
commuters who shall be divided, 
into three geographical sections; 
Maryland, the District of Colum- 
bia, and Virginia." ^ 

Representation would be '|>aked 
on the population of each of the 
above groups, with one senator 
for each district of 224 population 
or less and one additional sena- 
tor for each additional 150 resi- 
dents up to a total of six senators 
for any district having moi'e than 
824 residents. 

Royer maintained that the bene- 
fits of his system are two-fold: 
First, government would be com- 
posed of more people to meet the 
complex problems of sjtudent gov- 
ernment who would be better able 
to take care of the work Ipad. 
Secondly,, the proposed system is 
capable of growing with the Uni- 
versity. 

‘Hie Senate shall "Select from 
within its own body the following 
officers: a president, a vice-presi- 
dent, a secretary, and a treasurer." i 
The proposal states the individual 
student consequently would havq 

.. . ^ little to say about these officers,;’ 

of the functioning of ;fhe entire except in so far as the Vote of 
■ " their individual i^pres^ntative 

counts in the determination of 
these officers. 

. Theoretically,' a student could 
be represented by different senja- 
tors. A student living In one of ' 
the dormitories and belonging to 
one of the Greek organizations 
would be allow^ to vote for each 
of the' following; three senators 
from tha class; six senators to 
represent the Greeks; And from 
one to six senators from that per- 
ions dormitory, depending on the 
size of the dorm. 

Theoretically, therefore, one 
perscm may be able to vote for as 
many as 15 Senators. An inde- 
pendent student, on the other 
hand, living at home or in an 
apartment, ooukl vote for up to 
six senators for the district In 
which be lives, and three sena- 
tors for the class to which he be- 
Icmgs, for a maximum of nine. 

Another area covered by the 
proposed system is the Activities 
Fee. Under Article V of the pro- 
posed by-laws, the following para- 
graph appears: "The Student Sen- 


ate shall have the power to levy 
an activities fee with the advice 
and consent of the Board of Trus- 
tees of \the George Washington 
University." This article appears 
in the constitution rather than 
by-laws in the printed proposal, 
but Royer called this a typograph- 
ical error, 

One of the paragraphs under 
the section of Article Five deal- 
ing with the appropriations by the 
Senate of the money collected 
from the Activities Fee reads as 
follows: "Tuition of senatorial of- 
fices shall be paid from the Stu^ 
dent Activities Fee Fund." 

Under the proposal plan, by- 
laws bn initiative and referendum 
provide that no question can be 
placed on a referendum ballot by 
the student unless it is presented 
to the president of the Student 
Senate in the form of a "petition 
signed by at least 25 percent, of 
the student body.” 

Whether this Is ,lhe entire ^Stu- 
oent body pr only that part of 4t 
composed bf full-time studenia- is 
not clear/ but even if it ia the lat- 
ter, an enrollment of 4,000 full- 
time students would necessitate a 
petition signed by 1,000 students. 
Even assuming that a petition of 
1,000 students could be obtained, 
the referendum question would be 
deemed only "upon a two-thirds 
majority vote of the entire vote 
when at least 50 percent of the 
student body votes. This process 
may be done In all types of legis- 
lation except that legislation 
which would require a change in 
the Student Activities Fee."— Ar- 
ticle XVI, Section ,.2. 

Again, assuming there will be 
about 4.000 full-time students, a 
referendum would only be passed

Otnati said that tbs amount 
of hard.oore poverty did not go 
4knm appesdably during the poat- 
Worid W II praapartty, nor did 
It Inereaat during ths neeaaion 
of tha lata 1986’a. 

Ha said the problem of poverty 
could not be separated from the 
Hagro's drive for dvll rights be- 
eiuse so many Negroes are im- 
poverished. “Ihe risk tor a Negro 
to be poor in 1960 was higher than 
In 1947." he said. Up to three- 


fourth, of all Negroes face the 
risk of poverty, he said.

Really, Now 

• THE PROBLEMS WHICH exist in Student Government 
are the result of its membership and not its structure. If 
Council members would put even a fraction of the time being 
spent on proposals to reorganize into the execution of their 
duties the Council would not need even to consider reorgani- 
zation. 

However, assuming for the sake of argument that the 
Council did need a new structure, Steve Royer’s Student 
Senate proposal could not by any stretch of the imagination 
be the answer. Rather than decentralize power and make the 
government more representative, it would strengthen the 
power groups and make simple the creation of a not-too-well 
disguised dictatorship. Rather than simplify operaUoni for 
the participants, who are theoretically here primarily for an 
education and only secondarily to spend time in student ac- 
tivities, the proposal would make things ridiculously complex. 

The proposal does not warrant a point-by-point break- 
down of its faults although this would be easy to do. And 
there are enough blatantly obvious fallacies In the organiza- 
tion to remove the necessity of digging into the more subtle 
ones. Among the proposal’s many weaknesses are the fol- 
lowing: 

• Its breakdown Into constituencies gives a larger repre- 
sentation to Greeks than Independents, thwgh according to 
Royer the purpose of the breakdown is to broaden the base of 
representation and give Independents a larger voice in student 
affairs. 

• ’The organization is terribly complex and would require 
too much time in mere paper work for the perpetuation of the 
system that could be spent in planning new and worthwhile 
programs for the benefit of the student body. 

• Too much power is given to the Senate. Because 
initiative and referendum provisions are prohibitively restrict- 
ing to begin with, and because they are Included not in tlxe 
constitution where they belong but in the by-laws, where they 
can be removed or altered at any time by the Senate itself, 
power is virtually removed from the student body. 

Add to this the fact that the president, who has an un- 
precedented amount of power, being authorized to appoint 
any number of members to the standing committees, is not 
representative of the electorate but chosen by the Senate 
from its membership. Then consider the vagueness of the 
wor-llng of so many of the provisions, creating planned or ac- 
cidental loopholes, and you find a self-perpetuating power 
machine. 

• The proposals which are most likely to draw protest 
are those dealing with finances. •’The Senate would have the 
power to levy an activities fee, and from this fee would come 
the salaries for "such administrative assistance as the Senate 
deems necessary’’ and a “paid non-member Senate reporter,” 
Both positions made necessary by the mere mechanics of the 
Senate, such as the need to rflapportioh the residential areas 
each year. Most questionable of all the financial proposals is 
asking the student body to pay, from the fee whjch the Sen- 
ate >«t>uld levy against it, the tuition of officers it did not pick. 

It is commendable that Royer is so concerned with stu- 
dent activities that he would spend all the time it took to 
get out his proposal. We wish he had spent a little more time, 
however, in cleaning up at least the most obvious of the weak- 
nesses. 

Royer’s plan is shot through with contradictions, non 
sequiturs, and unrealistic proposals. We hope that each Coipi- 
cil member will take the time to study the plan thoroughly. 
If.they do they will most certainly reject it. ,

(Conttaoed from Page 1) 
it at least 3,000 students voted, 
and if at least 1,333 of these stu- 
dents voted for the referendum. 
On the other hand. 1,999 students 
could vote unanimously in favor _ 
of a referendum, and it would still 
he defeated, even though no one 
had voted against It. 

In new business, tbe Council 
heard reports from Ted Manousa- 
kis and Ed Knappman on Colo- 
nial Cruise and the Poverty Con- 
ference, respectively.
